Tur latest rumors from Enrope state that
Prince Leopold has telegraphed to Madrid
daclining to accept the throne of Spain, and
that consequently there is a probability that
the war cloud may blow over, provided France
does not imsist upon the obsservance of the
treaty of Prague by Prussia. It was evident
from the first that the nomination of Prince
Leopold to the Bpanish throne was merely
nsed by Franee as a pretext for bringing
about a long-desired conflict with Prussin,
Not only does the increased power and im-
portance of the last-named power, under the
pzgressive policy of Bismarck, threaten the
spupremacy of France and render a col-
lision with her liable to occur at
any time, but the French Emperor
has boon steadily losing ground with his own
people of late years; and he is well aware that
a successful foreign war is almost the only
way by which he can regain his preslige aand
establish the empire on a firm basis. Having
overy reason, therefore, to seek a quarrel
with Prussin, it is of course not extremsly
difficnlt to find a bone of contention, and the
treaty of Prague will answer for something to
fight about quite as well as the nomination of
Prince Leopold. In the controversy, thus far,
Prussia has apparently acted entirely on the
defensive, and has succeeded in throwing the
whole onus of the quarrel on France. The
probabilities are, however, that Bismarck is
quite as ready to fight as Napoleon; and as
the attitude and tone of the latter have been
particularly dictatorial and insalting, the
national pride of the whole Prussian nation
will undovbtedly be aronsed to such an extent
that they will give a most enthusiastic sup-
port to the government in case it refuses to
accede to the demands of France.

The treaty of Prague, which has thus be-
come the important feature in the contro-
versy, was concluded on the 30th of Angust,
1506, belween Austria and Pruossia, after the
signal defeat of the former at Sadowa and
Koniggratz. By this treaty Austria withdrew
from the German Confederation, recognized
the North German Union, with Prussia at its
head, and yielded up to Prussia her rights in
the duchies of Schleswig and Holstein, with
the proviso that if the people of the northern
districts of SBchleswig should by a free vote
olect to unite with Denmark, they should be
ceded to that power. Prussia for her part
consented to recognize a union of the
German States south of the River Main,
onder the auspices of Austrin, if any such
shonld be concluded, and various other
watters of detail which have no reference to
the present controversy. In the organization
of the North Grerman Confederacy, Prussia
eudeavored to grasp as much and to yield as
little as possible. France obtained from her
a promise to destroy the fortress of Luxem-
burg before she would consent to Prussia
taking possession of Hanover, and France
has also claimed that the abandonment of
Mayence was agreed upon under that section

France has ever
been eager to ineclude in her territory the
whole of the west bank of the Rhine, but has
never yet been able to accomplish it. I this
object of Gallic ambition conld be gained the
whole of Germany would be at the mercy of
France, whereas, under existing ciream-
stances, the Rhenish provinces form a sort of
neutral ground which serves to maintain the
balance of power. The preponderating in-
fluence of Prussia in these provinces has been
a source of annoyance to France ever siuce

It is
true that Senator Cameron paired with
Sprague about the 1st of July, to enable him
to go home to spend the Fourth, and Mr,
Sprague so stated; but Senator Cameron had
returned and been in his seat some time be-
fore the test vote was had on striking the in-
come tax out of the hill, and his pair with
Sprague was ended.

On the night that the tie vote was had,
when his vote would have saved the nation
from the trinmph of the ring on gross re.

The Union
Pacltic Railroad hold obligations of settlers amoant+
Ing to §245,7456 08, secared by the Jand purchased by
them, which 18 also pledged to the redemption of
the land grant bonds. Should the sales of land con-
tinue as above, the whaole 1ssue of land grant bondas
will be retired and cancelled within ten (10) years,
